CRIMINAL INTELLIGENCE PROGRAM 


The writer attended conference at Chicago March 25-26, 1963. 
Assistant Director COURTNEY EVANS opened the conference on 

March 25 and left for Washington during that day. The balance of 
the conference was conducted by Inspector C. H. STANLEY, Number 1 
man to COURTNEY EVANS, and TOM MC ANDREWS, Number 2 man to Mr. 
EVANS. The conference was attended by approximately twenty Agents 
from Midwestern Field Offices, and during the two-day period these 
Agents and the representatives of the Bureav freely exchanged 
information and experiences, and the following information is a 
synopsis of the material that was covered: 


Mr. EVANS advised as follows:

The Attorney General was in Chicago a week previous to the conference 


and discussed the crime conditions program and the effectiveness 
of investigations being conducted in Chicago with personnel of 
the Chicago Office. Mr. EVANS said that the conference was very 
effective in making the Attorney General feel better as to what 
was being done by the Bureaw and other law enforcement agencies 
to combat organized crime in Chicago, It was expected by Mr. 
EVANS that Attorney General would have more of these conferences 
on a field level, and he suggested that each office represented 
be prepared to confer with the Attorney General if and when he 
appeared in their Division, The Bureau will try to furnish 
advance information relative to amy such situation, but the 
Attorney General is somewhat unpredictable and does not always 
follow his planned schedule. 
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The Criminal Intelligence Program is with us to stay, and as 
an organization the Bureau must move faster than it did in 
the Security field. It is expected that we will benefit from 
our experiences in fields of investigation but not be bound 
by them, and Mr. EVANS said we are not to be concerned with 
whether or not there is "a violation within our jurisdiction 
when we are conducting investigations under the Criminal 
Intelligence Program." 


4s to the conference itself and the series of conferences being 
held, the purpose is to get all possible ideas and apply them to 
the overall problem of handling the Criminal Intelligence Program. 
Mr. EVANS said that he sincerely needed and expected new ideas to 
come out of these conferences and that as 9 result of the 
conferences Bureau policy will be formed. 


The following information was furnished by Mr. MC ANDREWS and 
Mr. STANLEY jointly as to the following subject matters: 


1. The Criminal Commission or La Causa Nostra. 


Since information relative to the existence of such an organization 
was obtained im the Chicago area three years ago from a highly 
reliable source covering the activities of SAM GTANCANA, it has 
since been confirmed by similar coverage on top hoodlums in New 
York City, Philadelphia, Miami, Newark and other places. 


The Bureau now has 51 live informants furnishing information 
relative to the existence and operation of a Commission or 
la Causa Nostra. 


As of this time, no specific Federal law seems to be violated 

by the overall activities of La Causa Nostra, and our efforts 

at present are to attack the individual members on the basis of 
their individual violations of specific Federal and local statutes. 
Meanwhile, serious consideration is being given by the Department 
of Justice as to legislation, which is possible and feasible to 
embrace the conspiratorial activities of La Causa Nostra, 


The informants so far developed, who have furnished information 
relative to La Causa Nostra, have been handled in à manner 
heretofore rare in the operation of Bureau informants. For 
example, through Department of Justice intervention on our 
behalf it has been possible to get a long prison sentence of

one individual changed to a suspended sentence in return for which 
the individual has furnished informant-type information, In 
another case, the informant who is in prison for a long term has 
been moved from one prison location to another for his protection. 


A word of caution was inserted in regard to handling informants 

on the subject matter of La Causa Nostra. This is to the effect 
that we should not indiscriminately feed information to informants 
that we have accumulated relative to the existence and operation 
of this organization. 


2, Disruptive Tactics. 


In addition to our efforts to put members of the Criminal Commission 
in jail for specific violations, either federal or local, it has 
been possible to attack their operations by the use of disruptive 
tactics, but in doing so care must be taken, weigh each situation 
and make sure that the end accomplishment will be worth the risk 
and effort involved. In regard to the use of such tactios, the 
Bureau should be advised in advance, ard the Field is entitled 

and can expect as much help as possible from the Bureau. Examples 
of such tactics are: 


A. The exploitation of existing splite in the organization 
such as the GALLO Brothers split in New York and the 

fact that top echelon members are living "high" while the 
newer and lower ranking members are getting "coffee and 
cake money." 


B. The anonymous planting of information has been a 
tactic successfully employed to create and widen riffs 
in the organization. 


3. Legitimate Interviews of Persons Who Are Doing Business 
With the Hoodlums in the Front and Legitimate Enterprises that 
the Hoodlums have Entered, 


Extreme care must be exercised here to avoid appearances of 
harassing tactics. 
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4, las Vegas Skimming Operations. 


The Las Vegas Office has effected excellent coverage in the 

major casinos there and as 2 result has determined that one 

group of casinos, consisting of the Freemont Hotel, The Dunes, 

The Flamingo and The Riviera, have skimmed a total of half 

a million dollars since January 1, 1963, This money is takem 

in units on a more or less regular basis by courier t b6 
LANSKY in Miami and from there to a top hoodlum named bIC 
who represents VITO GENOVESE, and then to Newark, Bureau 

Agents have surveilled the courier on at least one occasion 

and through employment of highly confidential sources have 

verified the large amount of money being carried by the courier. 

The physical surveillance carried the operation from Las Vegas 

to Miami via Hot Springs, Ark., and from LANSKY in Miami to 

New York City wbere the surveillance was lost so that the 


distribution is not completely known. In this regard coverage 
on as reflected that he describes LANSKY as the 


wea Jest man in the world. 


Based on the information available to the les Vegas Office, that 
Office estimates that sixty million dollars a year is skimeed 
off the top of proceeds, amd in addition to this amount the 
casinos as a whole are still reporting for income tax purposes 
approximately two-hundred and sixty million dollars 2 year. 


The main purposesof the skimming operation is to take care of 
hidden interests in the casinos, which are believed to be largely 
hoodlum owned, and also to avoid taxes by the legitimate owners 
and tocover tribute payments to the underworld. 


The mystery so far as the Bureau is concerned is where the money 
goes and how it is distributed. 


In addition to skimming off the top of the daily proceeds at the 
casinos, which is possible because Federal Tax people do not 

have the manpower or the right to be present at the counting 
process nor does the State of Nevada exercise this right if they 
have åt. ther ways to skim are to collect gambling debts from 
persons out of the State of Nevada through the use of 

"collection agencies" and personal representatives of the gambling 
interests. This is so when a person runs up a big tab or gives 

a bad check to the casino. it is then written off as a bad 

debt even through it might be collected later on. 
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5. Top Echelon Criminal Informant Program. 


The Bureau has been successful in developing approximately 25 
such informants in the past 15 months, but the need continues 

to be very great, particularly in Chicago, New York, Los 

Angeles, Detroit and the Las Vegas areas. Many of the informants 
have been developed as "walk ins" ond others have been developed 
by exploiting situations recognized by the investigating Agent. 
As indicated previously, the Bureau will go to considerable 
extremes in making arrangements for taking care of such 
informants as reducing prison sentences or moving them about in 
an effort to protect them. 


The big problems to overcome in the development of informants 
in this field are that money does not seem to be an object 
with them, fear of reprisals works -against us and we are 
lacking the lever successfully used in the intelligence field 
of loyalty to the United States. 


The following administrative matters were mentioned in con- 
nection with this program: 


A, An attempt will be made to change the present procedure 
of authorizing payments to informants as "up to $25 per 
week for 8 weeks" to "not over $200 in the next 8 weeks" 
(or whatever other figure is recommended and approved, ) 
This will leave it up to the Field to dicker with the 
informant rather than placing payments on a salary basis, 
which is essentially objectionable from the Bureau stand- 
point. 


B. It is possible to get Bureau approval for one Agent 
to interview these informants and potential informants, 
but for the protection of the Agent himself, in view of 
the type of people he is dealing with, he should have 
another Agent backing him up. This authority should be 
sought om an DAC basis. 


C. It would be desirable to cut down the paper work 
on justification letters, and various recommendations to 
accomplish this are being considered. 

6. Interview Program. 


This program, which is closely followed and felt to be very 
important by Assistant to the Director BELMONT, has heen 
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effectively used as a vehicle for اه‎ information, and 
it has been noted to have a disconcerting effect on the hoodlums.

With Bureau authority, 
a complete raid plan was prepared, including diagrams of the 
premises and written information as to what would be found inside 
the premises, The Agents then took these detailed plang to the 
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local authorities, said they were prepared to testify for purposes 
of obtaining a local complaint and warrant, did so, and stayed with 
the local officers until the warrants were executed during the 
course of the ensuing raid. Agents did not accompany 10 l 
authorities to the point where they were actually making entry 

but were close behind, and.as gopn as the premises were secured
